Senator Morgan Tells of the Number 


of Cuban Patriots Slaughtered By 


T he Spaniards—Hot Debate lo The 
House on Indian Appropriations— 
Mrs. Gresham Pensioned. 


W ashington, Feb. 25.—W hen the sen­ 
ate met Monday, Mr. Gallagher called 
up the bill granting a pension to the 
widow of the late W alter Q. Gresham 
as brigadier general at $200 per month, 
w ith an 
am endm ent 
reducing 
the 
am ount to $100. Mr. Turpie (dem., Ind.) 
spoke in support of the amended bill, 
and eulogized Mr. Gresham. 
At the 
conclusion of Mr. Turpie’s rem arks the 
bill as amended, at $100, was passed 
w ithout division. 
T he resolution of Mr. Lodge directing 
th e finance committee to inquire into 
th e circum stances of bond issues dur­ 
ing 1894-5-6 was taken up. Mr. Peffer 
offered an am endm ent broadening the 
resolution and directing th at it be made 
by a special com m ittee of five sena­ 
tors. 
Mr. Lodge moved 
to lay the 
Peffer am endm ent on the table. 
Mr. 
H ill had sought to discuss the subject, 
but Mr. Lodge’s motion to table cut off 
debate, the M assachusetts senator re­ 
m arking th at the express purpose was 
to prevent lengthy discussion. 
The 
m otion to table was defeated—yeas, 16; 
nays, 34. 
At 2 o’clock Mr. Morgan 
(dem., Ala.) resumed his speech in sup­ 
port of the resolution to recognize the 
C ubans as belligerents. 
Mr. Morgan 
said atrocities of the Spanish forces in 
controlling the* Cubans 
were alm ost 
w ithout parallel in histor. 
In the last 
w ar not only had 13,000 Cubans been 
killed in battle but 44.000 prisoners had 
been put to death. The senator said he 
had paused in wonderm ent to think 
th a t the United States had stood silently 
by a t this awful 
slaughter of 44,000 
prisoners instead of moving sword in 
hand and driving the Spaniards from 
the island. 
The present war, said Mr. 
M organ, was but a renewal of the for­ 
m er one. General Gomez had returned 
to his command, and Cisneros, the in­ 
surgent president, had returned to his 
task. 
The United States could go no 
fu rth er in its forbearance 
w ithout a 
stain on its honor. It was the im pera­ 
tive duty of today to declare a state of 
w ar existing. 
He declared the bloody 
code of General W eyler was without 
a parallel in modern warfare. 
It was 
aim ed against women and children and 
Innocent tradesm en. 
If this inhum an 
code should be directed against one 
A m erican citizen, said the senator, then 
Spain should understand th at 70,000,- 
000 people would visit soon upon her 
such a redress as would make her Cu­ 
ban uprising a mere trifle in com pari­ 
son. 
We have the right to insist th at 
th e rules of civilized 
w arfare be ob­ 
served. 
The senator said the adoption 
01 this resolution would not only apply 
to this rebellion, but also to the next— 
for they would continue to come—and 
would be notice to Spain that belliger­ 
ency would be accorded to those strug­ 
gling for their freedom. 
Mr. Morgan 
spoke until 5:15 o’clock and will con­ 
tin u e his rem arks today. 
It says in part: 
“We ardently hope 
th a t the executive departm ent, to whose 
investigation and care our diplomatic 
relations have been committed, will at 
an early date find the facts to be such 
as to w arrant the recognition of the bel­ 
ligerency of those who are m aintain­ 
in g them selves in Cuba in armed oppo­ 
sition to Spain, and th at the influence 
a n d offices of the United States may be 
prudently, peacefully, and effectively 
exerted to the end th a t C uba'may be 
enabled to establish a perm anent gov­ 
ernm ent of her own choice.” 
A t 5:30 
o ’clock the senate went into executive 
session, and soon thereafter adjourned 
u n til to-day. 


HOUSE PBOCEEDINGS. 


1 w ith the* paraphernalia of his church,

Mr. Cooper (rep., Wis.) 
announced 
his unalterable opposition to the pro­ 
vision in the bill appropriating 60 per 
cent of the appropriation of 1895 for the 
sectarian schools. 
Mr. Eddy (rep., Minn.) supported the 
provision in the bill and paid a high 
tribute to the m issionary wTork of the 
Catholic church among the 
Indians, 
while Mr. W atson (rep., Ohio) and Mr. 
H ainer (rep., Neb.) supported the Lin­ 
ton am endm ent in brief speeches. 
Mr. W alsh (dem., N. Y.) replied with 
some warm th. 
He did not, he said, 
credit some gentlemen 
on 
the other 
side with the high patriotic 
motives 
they ascribed to themselves. He was a 
Roman Catholic, and as good an Ameri­ 
can citizen as any member on the floor. 
The Catholic church had never underta­ 
ken a great mission w ithout carrying 
it out. 
Mr. M cLachlan (rep., Cal.) and Mr. 
Grosvenor (rep., Ohio) favored the Lin­ 
ton amendment. The latter said he had 
no feeling in the m atter, partisan or 
sectarian, but he thought the tim e had 
arrived when this appropriation, which 
always produced religious controversy 
and contention, could be discontinued 
w ithout endangering the interests of 
the Indian children. 
Mr. Sherm an (rep., N. Y.), chairm an 
of the Indian committee, tried in vain 
to stem the tide that was evidently set­ 
ting strongly against 
the committee. 
“I am not a Catholic,” said Mr. Sher­ 
man, “neither am I like my friend from 
Ohio (Mr. 
Grosvenor), who is not a 
member of any church. I am a Protest­ 
ant, but I do not believe any church 
alone points the way to heaven, al­ 
though I do believe that any creed is 
better than no creed.” 
He made a point 
of order against the Linton am endment, 
which was overruled by Mr. Payne in 
the chair, amid considerable 
enthu­ 
siasm. The am endm ent was then car­ 
ried, 93 to 64. 
The dem ocrats voted almost solidly 
against it, while the republicans were 
divided. 
The committee, having com­ 
pleted the bill, excepting a single para­ 
graph, at 5:10 p. rn., the 
house ad­ 
journed.

BT THE SULTAN. 


TO LEAVE EOYPT 


GREAT BRITAIN NEGOTIATING 
TO W ITHDRAW . 


BLOW TO TORRENS LAW. 


PERFORMED ITS OBLIGATIONS. 


Atrocious Deeds Said to 
Have Been 
Committed 
By 
the 
Christians— 
Musselmen Beheaded and Hanged 
— The Other Side of the Picture— 
Another Massacre at Shepik. 


W ashington, Feb. 25.—The Turkish 
legation has received from the sultan 
a cony of the very exhaustive report of 
the uprisings in Turkey made after the 
investigation by the special commis­ 
sioners of the sultan. 
Extensive out­ 
rages and massacres are alleged to have 
been committed by Arm enians in cer­ 
tain districts of Turkey. 
The report 
says: 
“The following is a list of the villages 
which were burned by the insurgents 
in the districts of Zeitoun and Anderin 
and in the commune of Yendige-Ka- 
lala: 
Bechan, 57 houses; Gurtel, 56 
houses; Gurtel 
K ertleri, 
8 houses; 
Louiss Gueurdi, 50 houses; Guechourka, 
51 houses; Moussai, 30 houses; H aris- 
san, 40 houses, and several other less 
im portant villages. 
“The officials who were charged by 
the mudir of the commune of Gueun- 
soun to investigate the much-to-be-re­ 
gretted Tchoukour—K issarin incident 
have stated in their report that there 
were eighty killed and fifteen wounded, 
men, women and children, of which 
they gave the names, and in the im- 
posibility of obtaining any reliable in­ 
formation concerning the whereabouts 
of certain others it is still doubtful as 
to whether they are living or not. These 
officials testify that they saw in a negh-* 
boring ravine twenty or more corpses 
of beheaded Mussulmans dangling from 
the same rope. 
A large num ber of 
women were massacred and a num ber 
of little babies and children hurled into 
the air and spiked in falling on the 
point of a dagger. 
“These atrocities, the occupation of 
Zeitoun by the insurgents, the pillage 
and borning of the adm inistrative pal­ 
ace at Anderin and of the neighboring 
villages, as well as the many m urders 
committed, a1 went greatly 
to 
aug­ 
ment the audacity of the Armenians at 
Marach, who, as it was. acquired the 
habit of constantly causing brawls to 
arise in various parts of the city and of 
firing w ithout reason from their win­ 
dows.” 
The report also says: 
“Latterly a 
num ber of Armenians have expressed 
the desire to embrace Islamism, but as 
they are not believed to be sincere they 
lave been repulsed by the authorities.” 


Appropriations for Sectarian Schools the 
f 
cfcf'f Subject of Debate. 
"W ashington, Feb. 25.—The house, 
without any prelim inaries, on Monday 
resumed the consideration of the Indian 
appropriation bill. An am endm ent of­ 
fered by Mr. Flynn, delegate from Okla­ 
homa, to pay $25,000 (the annuity due 
the Seminoles) to the Indians them ­ 
selves, through an officer designated by 
the interior departm ent, was adopted. 
Mr. Flynn alleged that under the pres­ 
en t plan this money went to Governor 
Brown, and that the Indians instead of 
receiving money received due bills good 
.a t the Brown stores. 
W hen the portion of the bill relating 
<© Indian schools was reached, Mr. Lin- 
/rep., Midi.) made a speech against 
the appropriation of money for secta­ 
ria n -schools. He had read a great mass 
-of resolutions from c h e r.’„C3 and other 
sources against appropriating 
money 
for contract sectarian schools. 
Every 
m em ber of the house, Mr. Linton said, 
knew' th at the pending bill 
carried 
$256,000 for sectarian schools, every 
dollar of which would go into the cof­ 
fers of one church. Both political par­ 
ties, he declared, were pledged to the 
* complete divorce of church and state. 
. He referred to the fact th at the state of 
W isconsin had presented to congress a 
statue of Pere M arquette, which was 
soon to be set up in statuary hall. He 
would be the first churchm an there. “It 
may be,” he continued, “th at Father 
Stephan im agines that a tim e when the 
statue cf Pere M arquette, robed in the

Mr. Hubbard Defends the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. 
W ashington, Feb. 25.—The Pacific 
railroad committee of 
the house on 
Monday continued its hearings. Thomas 
H. Hubbard, representing the Central 
Pacific, argued that so far as the Cen­ 
tral Pacific was concerned it had fully 
performed its obligations to the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The 
government, he 
said, 
wanted a road across the continent and 
did not w ant to build it itself. It agreed 
to contribute bonds. 
The constructors 
were expected to do the rest—certainly 
not without an expectation of 
profit. 
The sensible settlem ent would be ju st1 
such a settlem ent as 
business 
men 
would make. 
The proper thing to do 
w’as to make an extension with such a 
rate of interest as would enable the 
company to carry out the contract. Mr. 
Hubbard said he would confer with rep­ 
resentatives of the Union Pacific, and 
if possible devise some plan satisfac­ 
tory to both. Mr. Hubbard will appear 
•before the committee again tomorrow. 


Senators Denounce New York Sun. 
W ashington, Feb. 25.—Mr. Gallinger 
(rep., N. H.), chairm an of the commit­ 
tee on pensions, denounced a publica­ 
tion in the New York Sun purporting 
to report the action of the senate in 
passing a num ber of private pension 
bills last Tuesday. It had been assert­ 
ed that all records had been broken by 
the “senate m ill,” 120 bils having been 
passed in an hour, with little or no 
attention or consideration, few senat­ 
ors being present, etc. Mr. Gallinger de­ 
clared th at this was a tissue of m isrep­ 
resentations; 
th at 
sixty-seven 
bills 
were passed in tw’o and three-quarter 
hours, and that the total increase was 
$12,072 per year. Mr. Hoar (rep., Mass.) 
added his opinion as to the care with 
which pension legislation w’as guarded. 
Mr. Hawley upheld the facts stated by 
the chairm an of the pension committee, 
but he added th at there is a prevalent 
feeling against large pension expendi­ 
tures. 


Democrats In Congress Oreanlze. 
W ashington, Feb. 2o.—Thef6 wag ft 
meeting of the democratic congressional 
campaign committee here last night for 
reorganization to take the initial steps 
for the prosecution of the congressional 
campaign of the present year. Senator 
Faulkner of W est Virginia w as elected 
perm anent chairm an 
and Lawrence 
Gardner of W ashington w’as re-elected 
to his old place as secret of the com­ 
mittee. The selection of treasurer was 
left to a sub-committee. 


Rumors That the Question May Be 
Settled In a Short Time—London 
Papers Advise Caution In the Ven- 
r ezuelan Matter—Salsbiry and Pro­ 
tection. 


London, Feb. 25.—A dispatch from 
Rome to the Pall Mall Gazette says a 
telegram has been received there from 
Cairo stating th at G reat B ritain has 
begun negotiations with France in re­ 
gard to the evacuation by the British 
of Egypt. It 14 added that Great B rit­ 
ain is inclined to 
make 
concessions, 
with the view of quieting French sus­ 
ceptibilities regarding the occupation 
of that country. The visit of M. Cam- 
bon, the French am bassador at Con­ 
stantinople, to Cairo is reported to be 
connected with the negotiations for the 
evacuation of Egyptian territory. 


Certificates Are Rejected by a Large In­ 
surance Company. 
Chicago, Feb. 25.—The N orthw estern 
Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of 
Milwaukee has instructed all its agents 
to refuse all applications for loans on 
and registered under the Torrens sys­ 
tem, or for which registration has been 
sought. 
This company is the largest 
money lender on Illinois property. 
It 
considered likely that all other in­ 
surance companies which do business 
n the state will follow the lead of the 
Northw estern Mutual, which would re­ 
sult in the defeat of the m easure fa­ 
thered by the Chicago real estate board. 
The attorneys for the company do not 
quibble over the question of the con­ 
stitutionality of the Torrens bill, but 
make objections to it on many other 
grounds which they believe make it un­ 
wise for a conservative company to 
lend mon^y on land registered under 
its provisions. The measure has been 
considered by lawyers for some time, 
and since it went into effect in this 
city no loans have been made on prop­ 
erty registered. 


Hiate Should Be Made Slowly. 
London, Feb, 25.—The Post (conserv­ 
ative), in an editorial protests against 
an undue hurrying in the Venezuelan 
controversy or against transferring the 
negotiation to the newspaper columns. 
It declares that B ritain cannot accept 
the project suggested by G. W. Smalley 
as one acceptable to the United States 
government until it shall be stated 
formally by dispatch. 


Salisbury Not for Protection. 
London, 
Feb. 25.—The 
m arquis of 
Salisbury, in the house of lords, refer­ 
ring to the official report of the prices 
of wheat and bread in various coun­ 
tries, which is now being prepared, re­ 
pudiated having said anything which 
could fairly be considered as an argu­ 
m ent in favor of protection.

MASSACRE AT SHEPIK. 


Apos- 
Armenians Given Their Choice of 
tasy or Death. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 25.—A 
letter 
from a prom inent Armenian of Shepik, 
near Harpoot, 
Turkey, to a mission­ 
ary ’s son in this city, gives an account 
of the plundering and 
massacre 
at 
Shepik on Dec. 2. 
The letter tells how 
after 400 Kurds had demanded and re­ 
ceived 
tribute 
they 
plundered 
and 
burned the houses. 
The w riter con­ 
tinues: “At nightfall of the eighth day 
they came to where we were gathered 
on the bank of the stream , and with 
lanterns picked out forty-five young 
men, 
saying 
that 
the governm ent 
wanted them. 
Knowing what would 
befall them, the young men asked for 
an hour’s grace, and prayed and sung 
and bade their parents farewell. They 
were taken to a desolate place half an 
hour distant and ordered to change 
their religion. 
One and all refused.

The highest previous price w ith­ 
in the last few months was 69*£ on Oct. 
IO, 1895. A uthorities on silver say th at 
the rise is legitim ate, and in no sense 
due to speculation. 
Exchange on In­ 
dia at London is now at the highest 
point, after a steady advancem ent dur­ 
ing the last thirty days. 
The largely decreased production of 
the white metal has' naturally depleted 
ihe su pp ii 68 on hand, w'hiie the low 
price tended to increase the demand 
for use in the arts. 
London is now a 
large bidder for silver in this m arket, 
but finds the metal scarce. 
Large sales of silver were reported 
by bullion brokers, one transaction be­ 
ing the sale of 400,000 Mexican dollars 
to London.

CONFERENCE AT NEW YORK. 


Action of Newspaper Publisher*. 
New York, Feb. 25.—The American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association in­ 
dorsed the Loud bill, restricting the 
operations of the present law affecting 
second-class postal m atter. 
This bill 
removes from the privileges of second 
class paper-covered books and all m at­ 
ter of that class, and also excludes sam­ 
ple copies of newspapers, which under 
the Loud bill are placed in the third 
class, and if the Loud bill is adopted, 
this class of mail m atter will have to 
be sent under prepaid postage. 
The 
Loud bill has already had the approval 
of the house com mittee on postoffices 
and post roads.

lie R estau ran t* C om p ete w ith 
S aloons 
and G ive F ree D rinks. 
Out in St. Joseph. Mo., the keepers 
f restaurants have grown weary of the 
ompetition of the saloons in the m at­ 
er of feeding the hungry, says 
the 
Courier Journal. The saloons are popu- 
arly supposed to devote their atten- 
ion to quenching thirst, but they will 
lot stick to that in St. Joseph, any 
nore than they do in other 
towns. 
Every saloon sets one lunch a day and 
cany set two. while some have a lunch 
Aways in evidence. Nothing is said of 
in oyster with each drink, always ex­ 
i t i n g a schooner, but it is likely 
hat such a system prevails there. 
The restaurateurs are tired of this. 
They do not see why they should not 
iffer a premium for men to eat their 
neals, as the barkeepers offer a pre- 
nium for men to drink their liquors, 
f meals are to be given away with 
[rinks, why should not drinks be given 
iway with 
meals? 
The 
restaurant 
weepers are, therefore, seriously dis­ 
cussing the question of giving away 
wo glasses of beer with each meal. 
They think they can do this without 
i license as they propose to charge 
lothing for the beer. W hether they 
ire well advised as to the law may be 
I question. 
If this sort of competition be at­ 
tempted, it will be interesting to see 
low it will turn out. 
It would rather 
seem that the odds were in favor of 
lie saloons. As the saloons get if large 
ier cent profit on their sales of drinks, 
ihey have a good deal larger margin 
if profit than any but the high-priced 
•estaurants. 
But 
the 
higher-priced 
•estaurants charge so much more for 
I meal than the saloons charge for a 
irink with a meal thrown in that the 
Lwo beers would hardly prove an in- 
lucement to those in quest of cheap 
provender, which is presumably 
the 
dass mostly found around the 
lunch 
counter. 
Moreover 
the saloonkeeper 
3ets a free lunch in the hope that those 
ie feeds will come in between meals 
:o slake their thirst, which many of 
them actually do. 
No such hope as 
:his is open to the keepers of the res- 
laurants. The latter will, besides, run 
i serious risk of driv 
* away 
their 
em perance customers, 
.10 are- willing 
to pay more rather than take their 
meals in a place where liquors 
are 
mid. 
Retaliation in trade seldom 
works 
veil, but as the St. Joseph restaurateurs 
lave a real grievance they may try it, 
[f so. all other purveyors of food in 
iree-lunch towns will 
be anxious to 
inow how they come out.

CANDY PEDDLERS’ HOME LIFE. 


C lustered In D ingy R oom s W h ere 
T hey 
Sleep on th e Floor. 
Very nearly all the 
dark-skinned 
men who sell that brilliantly colored 
candy from pushcarts are members of 
a regular clan, and. for the most part, 
Greeks, says the New York 
Herald. 
When the day has ended and their work 
is done they gather together in a dozen 
or more dens in Roosevelt and Cherry 
streets, just at the foot of the famous 
Cherry hill, there to eat, rest and, be­ 
fore sleeping, to load up their carts for 
the morrow’, that they may get an early 
start. One of these rendezvous pre­ 
sents a unique appearance late at night. 
It is generally a store on the ground 
floor, that the pushcarts may be trim* 
died out easily when heavily loaded. 
From the sidewalk the “store” does not 
show a single ray of light. It looks for­ 
bidding and deserted. But its door opens 
readily. 
The entire front of the long 
apartment is filled up with carts, laden 
with the sweets, and displaying their 
signs. 
Only a narrow passageway is 
left to get to the back of the room.. 
Here, around a smudgy table, five or 
six 
chattering 
Greeks 
are 
playing 
cards and quarreling over the game. On 
boards is spread a quantity of candy, 
newly made and cooling, for it is in a 
room back of .this that the stuff is pre­ 
pared. The candymaker not only makes 
a profit selling to the peddlers, but he 
gets still more of their money lodging 
them on the same floor as their push­ 
carts. 
Sometimes, when a peddler is 
“broke” the maker of sweets sends him 
•ut with a load of candy to sell on 
chares, but as a general thing be gets 
cash for his product before the carts 
go out. 
Beds are, for the most part, unknown 
luxuries. 
Only the most prosperous 
peddlers seem to be able to afford them. 
Generally the floor is marked out with 
chalk 
lines, 
divided 
into 
narrow 
squares, and there on the hard boards, 
without disrobing or changing an ar 
tid e 
of their 
clothing, 
the 
canuy 
peddlers sleep.

Other accessions to the list 
are expected. 
The prevalent feeling 
am ong 
dem ocrats and republicans 
th a t the real battle for the presi­ 
dential office w ill be fought in the St. 
Louis convention is largely 
account­ 
able for the recent entrance of so 
m any contestants for th e nomination. 
A nother consideration responsible in 
some degree for it is the’desire of the 
bosses to head cif the McKinley boom.

AN ODD EXPERIENCE 


If there are those inclined to dunk 
the probability of the follow ing story, 
told to me as the truth by an eminent 
and trustworthy gentleman of San Fran­ 
cisco, they have yet to learn and com 
prehend some of tile must vital things of 
life. He said to me: 
“ A few summers ago my family left 
town to spend some weeks in the coun­ 
try. 
I gave the servants a vacation and 
arranged to stay alone at my bouse. For 
a change I had a bed placed in the draw­ 
ing room, which was in the front of the 
house on the lower floor. On one side of 
this room was the vestibule, into which 
the outer door opened, and on the other 
an exterior passage, which opened upon 
the street through a gate, and which ran 
back alongside the house in the rear of 
tho premises. It was paved with boards, 
some of which had worn slightly loose. 
The gate was closed with an ordinary 
lift latch. 
“ We had lived in the house a number 
of years, but I had never slept in that 
room before. The front of the room was 
taken up by a bay window, which was 
furnished on the inside with ordinary 
slat blinds. 
My bed was placed at the 
opposite end of the room against the 
sliding doors. 
“ I had arranged to take my meals 
down town. On the first evening of my 
solitary occupancy I returned to the 
house shortly after dinner aud read in 
my improvised bedroom until IO o’clock. 
Then I pulled down one of the upper 
sashes of the window, closed the blinds 
and went to bed. 
“ Ordinarily I would fall quickly 
asleep on retiring, but the novelty of my 
position and perhaps some business anx­ 
ieties kept me awake for an hour or 
two. 
This worried me aud made me 
nervous. The stillness of the night came 
on, but still I remained awake. 
It was 
while I was lying in this state that I 
heard the latch of tho gate opening into 
the side passage cautiously raised, then 
some one step cautiously within, leaving 
the gate open, and then footfalls pro­ 
ceeding stealthily toward the rear of the 
house, causing a loose board here and 
there to squeak. 
“ I listened with the most eager and 
strained alertness, for my immediate 
conclusion was that a burglar, perhaps 
having observed the departure of the 
• family aud assumed that the house had 
been temporarily deserted, had come to 
plunder the place. I heard him try and 
then abandon the securely barred door 
opening from the rear porch upon the 
passage. 
“ A lattice extended from the lower 
rear porch to the upper. 
Without mov­ 
ing, I heard the intruder slowly but 
nimbly scale the lattice and step upon 
tho floor of the upper porch. A hall door 
and a bedchamber window both opened 
upon this porch, and I was curious to 
note which the burglar wou Id attack aud 
began to wonder if they had been locked. 
“ He clioso the window. 
I heard the 
sash lock snap under tho pressure of his 
cold chisel. After a pause he stepped in­ 
to the room and proceeded to ransack it. 
It was my wife’s room, and although I 
knew thht she had provided elsewhere 
for the safe care of her furs aud other 
more valuable clothes, I reflected that 
there must have been left a number of 
things which a burglar might think 
worthy of attention. I heard him strip a 
blanket from the bed, spread it upon the 
floor and proceed to pile upon it the 
plunder which ho found in trunks, chif­ 
foniers, closets aud the like. Then he 
stepped to the open door into the pas­ 
sage and stood listening for a moment. 
“ These occurrences had a surprising 
effect upon my nerves. 
The door be­ 
tween my temporary bedroom and the 
vestibule was open for ventilation, and 
I realized that I was almost in physical 
touch with the man who would not 
hesitate to kill me should that prove nec­ 
essary to his safety. I knew that sooner 
or later he would descend the stairs, at 
tho foot of which was the open door of 
my room. It would not have been diffi- \ 
cult for me to waylay him and make an 
effort to cripple or kill him in the dark- J 
ness with one of a dozen of the convell- j 
lent articles which I remembered were in 
tho room, including a heavy poker, some 
brouze statuettes, chairs, stools and the 
like. Ordinarily, as you are aware, I am 
jqot a timid man, but I tell you now 
that ail unaccountable fear assailed mo 
and held me prisoner. It requires a good 
deal of candor to make that admission, 
but it is necessary to a complete under- 
standing of this remarkable experience. 
“ After standing in a listening atti­ 
tude a moment the burglar slowly aud 
cautiously descended tho stairs, and, as 
I expected, left my room alone aud pro- * 
ceeded to the dining room. I knew that 
the solid silverware had been sent away 
for safe keeping, and so I was not snr- j 
prised when th*' burglar, after handling I 
tho plated ware which he found aud 1 
making it tinkle softly and gently, left ' 
it, made an unprofitable search of other 
rooms and returned to the foot of the 
stairs. 
This brought him again to my , 
door. 
He paused on the threshold, lis- ; 
toned in silence a moment and then 
started up stairs. In that moment I suf­ 
fered such a reasonless agony of ternr 
as cannot be 
explained on ordinary 
grounds. 
I held my breath until I was 
nearly suffocated, aud when the man 
turned to I* ave I was cold to the marrow’. 
“ He reascended the stairs, tied up his 
bundle, passed through the window and 
psf ;s l CTCT feg 


rail, clambered down the lattice and 
went away as he had come, shutting the 
gate behind him. 
“ I felt intensely relieved W’hen ho 
had gone, and a reaction set in that 
composed 
my nerves 
for 
slumber. 
Drowsiness was already approaching 
when I was startled by the soft click­ 
ing of tho gate latch. 
It was very un­ 
likely that the same burglar had return­ 
ed and w’ould have been extraordinary 
if another had come. 
And yet try as 
hard as I might to reason out some oth­ 
er possibility there came the stealthy 
footsteps of a thief on the boards of tho 
outer passage. I studied this step so in­ 
tently aud analytically that I was cer­ 
tain the intruder was not tho same as 
the first. Then I began to wonder what- 
he would do. 
“ I was not surprised to hear him try 
the door of the lower porch aud Aud it 
strongly barred within, nor greatly to 
hear him climb the lattice as the other 
had done. I was curious to know wheth­ 
er he would attack the door or the win­ 
dow after he landed on the porch. By a 
singular coincidence he chose the win­ 
dow. 
I beard him try it aud imagined 
that he started upon discovering that 
the latch had been broken. 
It was evi­ 
dent that upon entering the room ho 
was surprised and confused to see its 
disorder. But he drew a sheet from tho 
bed, spread it on the floor aud proceed­ 
ed to ransack the room. 
Evidently his 
bewilderment increased, and lie must 
have been discouraged to find so little 
worth taking. 
“ He was not long in completing the 
looting of the room, aud then he went 
to the door and stood a moment in tho 
passage, listening intently. 
After that 
he began carefully to desceud the stairs. 
His couduct thenceforward was exactly 
a repetition of his predecessor’s. 
He 
passed my door, tinkled the plated sil­ 
verware in the dining room, left it 
alone, returned to the vestibule, stood a 
moment listening at my open door, cau­ 
tiously retraced his steps up stairs, 
passed through the window, closed it, 
dropped his parcel to the ground, clam­ 
bered down the lattice and passed out, 
closing the gate behind him. 
“ It may be supposed that the coin­ 
cidences amazed me beyond measure. 
This, more than anything else, seemed 
to unnerve me all the more. 
All this 
time I realized I had been acting tho 
part of a coward. Merely to have light­ 
ed the gas in my room would have clear­ 
ed the house of the second burglar, but 
I had not the courage to do that. 
“ My alarm and nervousness became 
so great that I arose from bed and was 
just about to strike a match with which 
to light the gas in the chandelier when 
I heard the gate latch click for the third 
time. My match remained unstruck, aud 
I listened with a fascinated intentness 
to this last invasion. 
In all particulars 
it was identical with the second, down 
to the point when the burglar descended 
the stairs and passed my open door on 
his way to the dining room. 
To light 
the gas then would have been to place 
the man in a corner and comped him to 
fight. I realized not only that it is tak­ 
ing one’s life in one’s hands to cut off a 
burglar’s retreat before attacking him 
(as a knowledge of a chance of escape 
diverts his attention from tho necessity 
for self defense and renders him easier 
to overcome), but that I was now in a 
condition iu which I lacked both the 
courage and the strength to make the at­ 
tempt. 
“ Tho position which I now occupied 
in tho room was half way between the 
bed and the window. As I was so much 
nearer the window than before, I could 
bear sounds from without with much 
more distinctness. 
While I stood there 
listening to tho third burglar tinkle the 
plated ware I was startled to hear tho 
gate latch click again and the footfall of 
a fourth burglar on the board paved 
passage. As be was climbing the lattice 
a fifth burglar entered the gate, then a 
sixth, then others, until burglars in an 
endless procession were entering my 
promises and rifling my house on one 
common and unvarying plan. 
“ It is useless to say that an intelli­ 
gent mau should not have entertained 
sud) an idea for a moment. 
We know 
that I might have reasoned that perhaps 
there had been only one, or, at mast, 
two, burglars after all, and that the 
fright which they gave me caused me to 
conjure up the others from a fear de­ 
ranged imagination. It might be profit­ 
able to indulge in a great many other 
speculations on this subject, but the 
truth remains that I could not reason at 
all. 
“ In simple desperation,perhaps moved 
by a sort of fascination, I crept to the 
window in order to observe with idle 
curiosity the procession of burglars eu- 
teriug the gate. 
I turned the slats of a 
lower blind and looked out. Not a soul 
visible, and yet burglars were still pour­ 
ing through the gate!
